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The Suffragette spirit

A century after women were first 
given the vote, the search is on for 
incredible women who are making a 
real difference in Epsom and embod¬ 
ying the Suffragette Spirit. 

Tuesday (February 7) marked 100 
years since the passing of the Rep¬ 
resentation of the People Act which 
gave women who owned property 
and were over the age of 30 the right 
to vote. 

A long silent majority were finally 
given a voice in how their country 
was run. 

Suffragettes across the nation 
fought for many years to win the 
vote - and the women who came af¬ 
ter them haven’t stopped fighting for 
change ever since. 

Since 1918, women in the UK have 
channelled the Suffragette Spirit to 
campaign for progress. 

Epsom, and Surrey more gener¬ 
ally, is vital to the history of the suf¬ 
fragettes. 

It was at the Derby on Epsom 
Downs in 1913 that Emily Wilding 
Davison famously threw herself in 
front of the King’s horse, bringing 
the cause to wider public attention. 

Her inquest was held at Epsom 
Magistrates’ Court - which was de¬ 
molished in 2007 - where leading suf¬ 
fragette Emmeline Pankhurst had 
also stood in the dock. 

The then-Chancellor and later 
Prime Minister David Lloyd-George’s 
summer house in Walton-on-the-Hill 


was also targeted by suffragettes 
while newspaper headlines from the 
early 1900s described sensationalist 
headlines such as ‘suffragettes in 
Sutton. Riot, Rats and Ruffianism. 
The Platform Stormed’. 

Writing in the Epsom Guard¬ 
ian today, Bafta-nominated stage and 
screen star Juliet Stevenson launch¬ 
es Amnesty International’s Suffra¬ 
gette Spirit campaign. 

She writes: “The struggle to win 
the vote was long and arduous, but 
in 1918 these brave women won. 

Since then, women around the 
world have channelled the suffra¬ 
gette spirit to campaign for progress. 
They have stood up to racism, sex¬ 
ism, homophobia, corruption and 
much more. 

“Last century’s suffragettes are 
today’s women human rights defend¬ 
ers. 

“Every day they harness their pas¬ 
sionate voices to empower communi¬ 
ties and create a fairer world. 

She added: “There’s probably a 
woman human rights defender liv¬ 
ing at your doorstep. 

“This is why Amnesty and Epsom 
Guardian wants readers to nominate 
the incredible women who are mak¬ 
ing a real difference in their local 
area. 

“Ordinary women from all walks 
of life - from students to shopkeep¬ 
ers, office workers to OAPs - are do¬ 
ing extraordinary things. 

“They might have stood up to bul¬ 
lies, helped the homeless, aided refu¬ 
gees, worked to protect the environ¬ 
ment or campaigned for better access 
to healthcare. The list goes on.” 


In a bid to celebrate the amazing 
achievements of these often unsung 
heroes, Amnesty International is 
putting them on its interactive Suf¬ 
fragette Spirit Map of Britain, which 
will launch on International Wom¬ 
en’s Day in March. 

Amnesty said the map will be a 
symbol of the suffragette legacy - 
‘proudly displaying how far we have 
come over the past century, but high¬ 


lighting how much life-changing 
work is still being carried out today’.

Street lights could be 
changed to LEDs to 
save on rising costs

Surrey’s 89,000 street lights 
could be swapped for mon¬ 
ey-saving LED bulbs, after 
the cabinet agreed to the 
change in principle. 

A business plan for the 
£18.5 million work will be 
presented in the autumn, 
after the council has worked 
out the details. 

Cabinet member with re¬ 
sponsibility for Highways 
Colin Kemp said he expects 
LED would save approxi¬ 
mately £2 million a year 
based on current energy 
prices. 

Council leader David 
Hodge said: “I personally 
am very worried when I see 
the figures of the costs of 
electricity. 

“I think we have no op¬ 
tion but to look into this 
in detail, and I’m look¬ 


ing forward to seeing the 
results.” 

Cllr Kemp will now begin 
to look at other new tech¬ 
nology, like motion sensors, 
that could be integrated into 
a new system. 

But he told cabinet about 
the number of emails he 
gets about the “environmen¬ 
tal benefit” of lights in resi¬ 
dential streets being turned 
off at night, so it is unclear 
whether the saving would 
be used to justify switching 
them back on. 

The work to create the 
business plan is likely to 
take until autumn because 
of an existing PFI contract 
relating to the lights, set up 
in 2010. 

This agreement was 
planned to run for 25 years, 
and involved replacing all 
the street light columns 
and heads, and connecting 
them to a control manage¬ 
ment system, which allows 
the lights to be dimmed and 
have timers set. 


Cllr Kemp said LED tech¬ 
nology was too expensive 
in 2010 to consider, and that 
even two years ago it was 
not viable; but now the tech¬ 
nology costs less and energy 
prices are rising, there is a 
business case for making the 


change. 

The final decision will be 
made after the business plan 
has been put to the cabinet to 
discuss in detail.

Hilda celebrates 
her 102nd birthday 

A Chessington woman has 
celebrated reaching the age of 102. 

Hilda Denton, who is in care at Amy 
Woodgate Resource Centre in Nigel Fisher 
Way, was born a year into the First World 
War in December 1915 and has lived in 
Kingston since 1935. 

She was born in St Pancras, central London. 
She had a brother and sister, named 
Edward and Alice, and used to be a 
dressmaker. 

Asked what it was like growing up in 
the Second World War, Mrs Denton said: 

“We just went along with it. I didn’t get 
evacuated. Others did, but I didn’t want to be 
away from home.” 

She met her husband, Robert, while he was 
in the Royal Air Force in Hendon, north 
London, and they married in 1949 before 
he returned to his job in the print industry 
after the war. 

The couple lived in the 

borough where he became a linotype writer 
for the Surrey Comet and they had one son 
together, Peter. 

Mrs Denton believes the fact she didn’t 
smoke and not ‘living the high life’ has 
contributed to her living for so long. 

She added: “Live your life the best you 
can. Live sensibly, try to eat well and don’t 
smoke.” 

Amy Woodgate Resource Centre manager 
Dian Simpson said: “Hilda is a quiet lady 
who is grateful for everything 
anyone does for her. 

“She was absolutely thrilled with her party, 
she smiled from the moment she woke up 
until she went to bed. 

“It’s hard to believe she is 102, watching her 
dancing!”

Jimi Manuwa was 28 when 
he made his professional 
mixed martial arts debut in a 
leisure centre in Portsmouth. 

A decade later - Manuwa 
is now preparing to fight at 
the 02 Arena in Greenwich 
in front of a likely sell out 
crowd on March 17. 

Along the way he has 
picked up 17 victories and 
just three losses. 

Despite going from beating 
opponents in leisure centres 
to knocking out UFC legends 
like Anthony Johnson in Las 
Vegas - none of it has come 
as a surprise to Manuwa. 

“This is exactly what I im¬ 
agined,” he told News Shop¬ 
per. 

“Headlining main events 
in different cards across the 
world is exactly what I envis¬ 
aged. This is what I aimed 
for.” 

The 37-year-old is prepar¬ 
ing for a rematch with Po¬ 
land’s Jan Blachowicz on

March 17 at the 02 Arena in a 
light-heavyweight bout. 

Manuwa was deservedly 
awarded the decision win 
last time, but he believes his 
evolution as a fighter will 
result in a knockout inside 
three rounds in their upcom¬ 
ing clash, despite being im¬ 
pressed with Blachowicz’s 
previous two wins. 

The Pole will have to seek 
revenge in his opponents 
hometown of London - some¬ 
thing which Maunwa be¬ 
lieves suits him. 

He said: “I don’t travel well. 


I remember trying to train in 
America and I had to leave 
after the first week. I hate 
being away from family and 
friends. 

“My family has always 
been supportive of me fight¬ 
ing. They always push me 
and say not to hurt myself 
and to be careful in training. 

“They pat me on the back 
when I have done well. I tend 
not to congratulate myself 
because I always have my eye 
on the prize. I won’t be satis¬ 
fied until I get to the number 
one spot. 

“I don’t look back on what 
I have done or how far I have 
come. I have the belief that I 
can be number one.” 

The knock out artist said 
much of his success is down 
to Keddles Gym in Orpington 
and Nova Forca in Epsom 
- two places where he first 
learned martial arts. 

“They have been the back¬ 
bone to my training and my 
success. We all grow together 
and my game and their game 
rises together.” 

Manuwa, from Croydon, 
now splits his time between 
London and Stockholm for 
training.

Council tax to 
increase by 6 % 

The rise will help to raise £7m

Council tax is set to rise by 6 
per cent in Surrey after the 
county council approved the 
2018/19 budget on February 6. 

An increase of 2.99 per 
cent, plus another 3 per cent 
increase to the Adult Social 
Care precept for will come 
into place in April. 

This is the maximum al¬ 
lowed by a local authority 
without triggering a referen¬ 
dum. 

The increase in core coun¬ 
cil tax is expected to raise an 
additional £7m. 

Money raised from the 
Adult Social Care precept will 
go to support services for peo¬ 
ple with physical disabilities 
and learning disabilities and 
people with mental health 
conditions. 

In total the proposals will 
cost a band D household £1.53 
more a week. 


Council leader David Hodge 
blamed the proposal on the 
decline in central government 
funding for Surrey. 

He said: “We all know that 
local government is the public 
sector’s shining example of 
success in these years of aus¬ 
terity but our achievements 
are at risk if the government 
does not recognise the impact 
that the gap between rising 
demand and reducing fund¬ 
ing is having on our residents. 
We have been promised fair 
funding, and I trust ministers 
will honour that promise, but 
it’s taking too long. The gov¬ 
ernment cannot stand idly by 
while Rome burns.” 

He said at the cabinet meet¬ 
ing on January 30 that more 
than £200 million has been 
taken away since 2010, and 
the number of people with 
learning disabilities receiv¬ 
ing support from the council 
has risen by 46 per cent. 

A report presented to cabi¬ 
net stated the council had 
made £540 million in cuts 
since 2010/11, and an ad¬ 


ditional £66 million spend¬ 
ing reduction is planned for 
2018/19. 

The budget was approved 
by a vote of 63 to nine, with 
one abstention. 

Leader of Surrey Liberal 
Democrats Councillor Hazel 
Watson said: “Although I am 
pleased that the Conserva¬ 
tive administration, unlike 
last year, has not tried to raise 
council tax by 15 per cent, 
they are proposing a 6 per 
cent rise as this is the maxi¬ 
mum increase possible with¬ 
out triggering a referendum. 
This is still unaffordable for 
many Surrey residents, par¬ 
ticularly for those on fixed in¬ 
comes. The Conservative ad¬ 
ministration has been forced 
into proposing this rise due to 
the financial crisis at County 
Hall and the shortfall in gov¬ 
ernment funding for essential 
services such as adult social 
care. 

“This budget is a bad deal 
for Surrey residents, who are 
being asked to pay more for 
less.”

‘Regeneration stalled’ 


Whatever Cllr Alambritis 
might claim on the Wimbledon 
Guardian front page (January 
18), the reality is that under 
eight years of Labour running 
Merton council, the 
regeneration of Morden town 
centre has stalled. 

Residents are understandably 
frustrated at the lack of 
progress. Morden has great 
transport links, parks and open 
spaces. But we all know our 
town centre could be so much 
better. 

Congestion and air pollution 
are particular problems due to 


the position of the bus stands 
and the traffic that cuts the 
town centre in two. Morden also 
lacks public space and trees to 
make the area around the 
station more attractive. And 
even though thousands of 
commuters use Morden each 
day, the poor choice of shops 
and restaurants does not 
encourage them to stop in the 
town centre. 

Merton Labour have 
promised regeneration of 
Morden numerous times before 
but have never delivered.

One hundred years ago today, British 
women were given a voice.

Fabulous Fakers take to the stage

Comedian Adam Kay is 
currently on tour with two 
contrasting shows. He 
comes to the Exchange in 
Twickenham this month... 


Adam Kay brings two shows about 
satirical singer-songwriter Tom Lehrer 
and his former life as a junior doctor 
under the “threatened” NHS to the stage 
this month. The Remains of Tom Lehrer 
and This is Going to Hurt. We caught up 
with the Chiswick-based writer and 
comedian to learn how he got into Tom 
Lehrer, why him in particular and how it 
had such an inspiring affect on him. 

“I have been obsessed with Tom Lehrer 
since childbirth,” says the funnyman. 

“For as long as I can remember, my 
parents subjected me to his music and I 
could sing the Masochism Tango before I 
knew what masochism meant. 

“The scurrilousness and subversiveness 
of his lyrics appealed to my sense of 
humour so perfectly, and I’ve been extolling 
the virtues of his music - from pigeon 
poisoning to nuclear oblivion - to anyone 
who’ll listen throughout my life.” 

He’s 89 now. What message would you 
send to him on his 90th birthday (does 
he know about your show? My message 
would be “Please don’t die before February 
10 because that would really kill the vibe of 
my show.” I’ve invited him along but I’m 
unsure how likely a nonagenarian is to 
make a daytrip from California to London. 

How did the two different shows develop 
almost side by side? Both shows have 
been a long time in the making. I’ve spent 
the best part of a decade gently updating 
Tom Lehrer’s songs to make them 
accessible to a brand new audience 
hitherto unaware of his genius (I’d like to 
think of it as a loving restoration of a 
classic car rather than when they remade 
Alfie with Jude Law in it). This is Going to 
Hurt is based on the diaries I kept as a 
junior doctor working in obs and gynae. I 
decided to start reading these diaries out 
loud a couple of years ago when junior 
doctors were coming under fire from the 
government. I took both shows up to the 
Edinburgh Festival the same year as both 
topics were - for very different reasons - 
extremely close to my heart.” 

Some of us see the NHS as the most 
important factor in life in the UK. You 
obviously have insights that we can 
hardly imagine. Can you reflect on them 
for us and link them to your show? The 
NHS is certainly the greatest national 
asset. We were all born in the NHS and one 
day the NHS will zip us all up in a bag, but 
not until they’ve done everything possible 
to keep us going. Sadly its very existence 
is currently under threat from fork-tongued, 
privately insured politicians. The service 
is currently stretched to breaking point 
and I could write tens of thousands of 
words on the matter. In fact, I have - in my

THE MERCY (12A): The Mercy is a handsome 
but emotionally waterlogged dramatisation of the 
fateful journey of self-discovery of amateur sailor 
Donald Crowhurst (Colin Firth), who vanished in 
1969 during a round the world yacht race. Director 
James Marsh captained The Theory Of Everything 
to Bafta and Oscar glory but he struggles to keep 
this real-life tragedy afloat. The ramshackle script 
bobs between present and past, inserting flash¬ 
backs to happier times in Donald’s relationship 
with his wife (Rachel Weisz) as his sanity unravels 
in the claustrophobic confines of his boat. Being 
lost at sea with Firth would be dream vacation for 
some people and the Oscar winner delivers a com¬ 
mitted performance. However, I struggled to tether 
an emotional connection to his tormented sailor 
and my interest went overboard before Crowhurst 
contemplates a shame-fuelled sacrificial plunge. 
TAD THE LOST EXPLORER AND THE SECRET 
OF KING MIDAS (U): The wisecracking, adven¬ 
turous spirit of Indiana Jones runs amok in Span¬ 
ish co-directors Enrique Gato and David Alonso’s 
computer-animated romp, which has been dubbed 
into English for undemanding viewers on this side 
of the English Channel. Tad The Lost Explorer And 
The Secret Of King Midas is a gently effervescent 
sequel to a 2012 film, which was never released in 
the UK. Thankfully, our ignorance doesn’t impact 
greatly on mild enjoyment for Gato and Alonso’s 
fast-paced and freewheeling escapade. The film is 
briskly paced at a whipcrack under 90 minutes and 
young children will be amused by the feud between 
a dog and bird, which culminates in the feathered 
fiend scrawling on the slumbering mutt’s face 
with permanent marker. Regrettably, Gato and 
Alonso’s film doesn’t make the same indelible 
impression. 

WINCHESTER: THE HOUSE THAT GHOSTS 
BUILT (15): Directed by Michael and Peter Spierig, 
ringmasters of the eighth instalment of the Saw 
franchise, Winchester: The House That Ghosts 
Built fleshes out the spooky mythology of a curious 


architectural landmark in San Jose, California. 

The wicked whispers that swirl around the grand 
Victorian property, built by a grieving widow (Dame 
Helen Mirren), are far more tantalising than any¬ 
thing the siblings summon from the murky depths 
of their imaginations. Doors shake violently, a whis¬ 
pering wind blows out a flickering flame, strange 
noises emanate from the dank confines of a base¬ 
ment, and a cherubic boy is possessed by a ma¬ 
levolent spirit that causes his voice to drop two 
octaves. We are in achingly familiar territory and 
a linear script, co-written by Tom Vaughan, groans 
almost as loudly as the mansion’s polished floor¬ 
boards. The Spierigs are content to trade in cheap 
shocks to convince us to jump out of seats in be¬ 
tween yawns and impatient glances at watches. 
PHANTOM THREAD (15): Daniel Day-Lewis deliv¬ 
ers his final screen performance before self-im¬ 
posed retirement as a perfectionist dressmaker in 
Paul Thomas Anderson’s artfully stitched drama, 
which is set in the salons of 1950s London. It’s 
another flawless embodiment of the emotionally 
crippled male psyche, deliciously complicated by 
an ambiguous sexuality and a softly spoken fastidi¬ 
ousness that doesn’t extend to personal relation¬ 
ships... except for an uncomfortably close bond 
to a ferocious, purse-lipped sister, played with 
scorching intensity by Lesley Manville. They are a 
formidable double act and you genuinely fear for 
the sanity of a sweet-natured waitress (Vicky Krie- 
ps) when she strays into the siblings’ tortuous web. 
Two’s toxic company, three’s a potentially murder¬ 
ous crowd. 

DEN OF THIEVES (15): According to the opening 
sequence of writer-director Christian Gudegast’s 
retread of the superior 1995 thriller Heat, Los An¬ 
geles is the bank theft capital of the world, notching 
up a robbery every 48 minutes. It takes consider¬ 
ably longer than 96 minutes to carry out the two 
explosive heists that bookend Den Of Thieves, a 
bullet-riddled yarn of rule-bending cops and taunt¬ 
ing criminals that lacks the lip-smacking promise of 


Robert De Niro and Al Pacino’s first shared screen 
time. Instead, Gudegast’s picture plays out its bruis¬ 
ing battle of criminal enterprise versus rough justice 
using the permanent glower of Canadian actor Pa¬ 
blo Schreiber and the hulking physicality of Pais¬ 
ley-born action man Gerard Butler. Sadly, the latter 
can’t maintain a firm grasp on his American accent 
and unexpectedly gifts his corrupt Los Angeles 
sheriff a fleeting Scottish burr. Gudegast engineers 
at least one narrative twist that feels like a cheat 
in hindsight. None of the men on screen, including 
those brandishing police badges, play by the rules. 
Nor does the puppet master behind the lens. 
JOURNEY’S END (12A): Released to commemo¬ 
rate the centenary of the end of the First World War, 
director Saul Dibb’s thoughtful tour of duty with 
British soldiers on the front line expands RC Sher- 
riff’s moving 1928 stage play without sacrificing too 


much of the psychological intensity. Screenwriter 
Simon Reade ventures beyond the claustrophobic 
confines of an officer’s dugout in the days leading 
up to the Spring Offensive, the setting for Sherriff’s 
anthem to doomed youth. His lean script trudges 
along muddy, collapsing trenches and sprints into 
No Man’s Land, where the loss of young lives is 
brought home in a disorienting barrage of sound 
and fury: rat-a-tat gunfire, exploding shells and 
blood-curdling screams heralding a concerted 
push by the Germans. Anguished silences between 
soldiers, resigned to the grim inevitability of a final 
stand, cast a pall over stage versions and stoke 
dramatic tension. That relentless march of time is 
lost somewhat in Dibb’s elegiac screen adaptation, 
which marshals the technical might and artistry of 
the moving image to visualise devastation that can 
only be alluded to on the page.

8 large cooking chorizo

1 tsp tomato paste 
1 tsp dried oregano 
1 tsp paprika (preferably Spanish 
piementon) 

About 24 black olives 
4 sprigs of rosemary 
HOW DAD COOKED IT: 

I find butternut squash extraor¬ 
dinarily difficult to cut and peel 
when raw. So I’ve come up with a 
workaround: I put the squash in 
the oven, lock, stock and barrel. 
After an hour it’s cooked into 


soft submission. 

It works a treat - the flesh is 
easily scooped from the skin, 
and the roasting intensifies the 
flavour. While the squash is 
cooking the rest of the dish 
can be prepared. 

Preheat the oven. 180C, 

Gas 4. 

Cook the squash. Wash the 
squash, place on a tray and put 
in the oven. A medium-sized 
squash will take about an hour 
- turn it over half way through 
cooking. 

Let it cool and then cut in half 
and scoop out the seeds and 
discard. 

Scoop the flesh from the skin 
and put into a pan with a knob of 
butter. Re-heat the squash gently 
and beat with a potato masher. 
Season. 

Cook the chorizo. Fry the 
chorizo in a little oil on a medium 
heat, until browned. This will take 


about 20 minutes. 

Make the sauce. Slice the 
peppers and gently fry with a 
couple tablespoons of oil. 

These need to cook slowly, 
about 20 minutes. 

When they start to go brown, 
add the garlic and the bay leaves 
and cook for a further 8 minutes 
(don’t let the garlic burn). 

Then add the stock, tomato 
paste, oregano, olives and pa¬ 
prika and cook for 5 minutes. 
Taste for seasoning. 

Meanwhile, fry the mushrooms 
in a little butter and oil until 
browned. 

Serve. Fry the rosemary sprigs 
in hot oil and drain on a kitchen 
towel. Place two sausages on a 
pile of squash, add the sauce 
and garnish with the mushrooms 
and rosemary.

A three per cent stamp duty surcharge and 
a change in tax regulation are factors future 
landlords will have to consider. 

Talk to a seasoned landlord and the chances 
are that they will moan about the good old 
days before George Osborne added higher 
stamp duty on second homes and withdrew 
higher rate tax relief on mortgage and finance 
interest. 

Few experts are predicting a buy-to-let bonanza 
in 2018. "The changes in taxation and other rising 
costs of home ownership are not making it easy 
to be a landlord," admits Kate Eales, Head of 
Lettings at Strutt & Parker. But where Eales does 
expect to see growth is in so-called build to rent 
(BTR) properties. This is an emerging sub-market 
within private residential rented stock, designed 
specifically for renting rather than for sale and 
typically owned by investors. In fact, Strutt & 
Parker's analysts believe that the UK is 'on the 
brink of a large-scale commercially developed, 
owned and operated BTR sector'. 

For more traditional landlords, with a portfolio 
of older properties, this year has been frustrating 
following recent tax changes. But if profit 
margins are tight, that does not necessarily 
mean that the buy-to-let game is not worth 
considering. 

The great thing about the buy-to-let sector 
is its adaptability. If some landlords fall by the 
wayside, others learn how to weather the bad 
times and cash in during the good times. And if 
the 2016 tax changes were a jolt to the system, 
there is evidence that the buy-to-let sector has 
absorbed the shock and is starting, albeit slowly. 


to bounce back. 

"Rental values in prime central London fell by 
2.5 per cent in the year to October," says Tom Bill, 


Head of London Residential at Knight Frank. "We 
now expect rental values in London as a whole 
to move from broadly negative to flat in the near 


term. It looks as if the large spike in new 
stock that followed the additional rates of 
stamp duty introduced in April 2016 has 
been largely absorbed by the market." 

Another factor keeping rents high enough 
to attract would-be landlords, is the 
shortage of supply. Paradoxically, because 
some landlords were discouraged by the 
2016 tax changes and slimmed down their 
portfolios, the ones who have held their 
nerve have realised that their properties can 
still command decent rents with demand 
remaining strong. 

The key thing, as always, in the buy-to-let 
sector is to research the market properly. 
Asking rents in the capital fell by 3.2 per 
cent in the year to June 2017, but rose by 1.7 
per cent in England and Wales as a whole, 
according to Savills figures. "The rental 
outlook is strongest in regional cities that 
attract investors from high value sectors 
such as professional services, technology and 
finance," says Lawrence Bowles, Research 
Associate at Savills. Cities such as Edinburgh, 
Bristol, Oxford and Cambridge all seem to 
tick the right boxes. 

You would have to be very clever, or very 
lucky, to make a killing in the UK buy-to- 
let sector in the near future. However, 
property has always been a long game for 
those prepared to do their research, budget 
carefully and become hands-on landlords. 
There are still interesting times ahead for 
savvy investors.

Sutton United’s FA Trophy bid 
came to an abrupt halt in the 
mud at Brackley Town last 
Saturday with three goals in the 
first hour giving the home side an 
unassailable lead. 

Despite a spirited start, the U’s 
endured a miserable afternoon 
in Northamptonshire after Lee 
Ndlovu opened the scoring in the 
27th minute. 

Aaron Williams added a second 
12 minutes later after the home 
side were awarded a rather harsh 
penalty and Jarmes Armson put 
the result beyond question in the 
57th minute. 

A consolation goal by Tommy 
Wright was the only bright spot for 
Sutton whose focus now returns to 
their National League campaign 
and, with just 16 games remaining, 
they find themselves under ever- 
increasing scrutiny as the debate 
over 3G pitches rages on. 

Sutton’s Trophy exit coupled 
with the match taking place on a 
quagmire of a pitch has brought 
their plight into sharper focus. 

The U’s are currently fifth and 
have a genuine chance of clinch¬ 
ing a place in the Football League 
(EFL) but their dream could 
turn into a relegation nightmare 
should they secure promotion. 

With the EFL confirming there 
are no plans to allow non-grass 
pitches following a narrow vote 


in early 2015, Sutton face a choice 
between ripping up the 3G pitch 
that has transformed their for¬ 
tunes to take a place in the EFL 
or a double relegation down two 
divisions. 

In a series of impassioned 
Tweets posted on Sunday manager 
Paul Doswell said: “Really strug¬ 
gling at moment to make sense of 
Sutton’s situation. 

“Have always loved non league 
football and very proud that we are 
playing at the highest level through 
sheer hard work and prudence, 
never spending more than we have 
and building a community club 
which welcomes all. 

“If we gain promotion, it will 
cost half a million pounds to 
replace the pitch and deny hun¬ 
dreds of children the chance to 
play football. Every chance as 
well that we would suffer huge 
financial pressures as all the 
basic award £472,000 would go on 
replacing the pitch. 

“For those championing grass as 
a surface, we played on a mud cow- 
field yesterday and didn’t play the 
week before either National League 
and League 2 pitches were shocking 
in the main this weekend.” 

Sutton are understandably 
reluctant to rip up a pitch that 
means the Knights Community 
Stadium is used by hundreds of 
people every week. 

The facility has helped the club’s 
home crowds rocket in recent 
seasons to an average of 2,141 and 
season ticket sales soar to more 
than 1,600. 


With things looking rosy off 
the field, the current situation is 
casting an ominous shadow over 
what should otherwise be an 
exciting time for Doswell and all 
those connected with the club. 

The Sutton boss went on to 
say: “As a custodian, supporter of 
the club, I’m deeply troubled that 
something that should be so excit¬ 
ing is causing such anxiety 

“Dagenham, Macclesfield, Ches¬ 
ter and Hartlepool are in desperate 
trouble with others in League 2 in 
exactly the same position all with 
grass pitches. 

“Their archaic approach will 
damage Non League, League two 
for years and I guarantee they will 
look fools in years to come. 

‘American footballers worth 
£150 million each play on field turf 
the same company as Sutton use. 
Champions League, World cup 
qualifiers, Women’s World Cup. FA 
Cup all played on 3G. 

“I can’t keep quiet anymore. It’s 
a disgrace that we could be rel¬ 
egated twice for deciding it’s not 
right putting our club at the risk of 
financial ruin as we’ve seen with in 
NL these last few weeks. 

‘Ambitious yes, putting our club 
at risk NO. This has taken a lot of 
soul searching, it’s only my person¬ 
al view and one that I’ve been wor¬ 
rying about for months. Instead of 
enjoying this season it would break 
my heart to rip up the pitch.” 

United face another tough away 
trip this weekend when they 
return to league action at sixth- 
placed Dover Athletic (3pm).

Sutton Common Rovers 2 

Sutton Common Rovers moved third in the 
table thanks to a hard-fought win over bottom 
placed Epsom & Ewell at the weekend, writes 
Gary Brigden. 

A sticky pitch made it difficult for any 
good football to be played, although to 
both sides credit they did give it a go. 
Both sides missed good chances in the 
first half, with Kyen Nicholas missing the 
pick of the Epsom chances, when he 
put a free header wide of Rovers keeper 
Michael Eacott’s right hand post.
